Mass Migration 


In their complimentary letter to General and 
Madame Chiang Kal-shek, the group of senior 
members of Oxtord University make reference 
to a process in the Sino-Japanese hostilities 
which, at a future date when matters may be 
studied more objectively, should furnish a 
valuable subject’ of investigation. ‘This is the 
tremendous movements of the Chinese popula- 
ion in front of advancing armies. In all 
wars where fighting extends over a large area 
there are depopulation movements either 
through casualties or a natural desire by 
civilians to seek safety outside the war zone, 
‘Dut no war in centuries has resulted in such a 
‘mass migration as the present unhappy conflict 
fn China, During the Great War in’ Burope, 
fon the western front the war zone was not 
more than a hundred or so miles broad. In 
China, the Japanese have penetrated 600 miles: 
Into China ‘and the former population of the 
‘rea under Japanese control is estimated at 
people. How many of these remain 
aren is impossible to” say, but if it is 
tured that a third have movee elsewhere, 

figures populations equalling 
iropean countries have migrated. ‘This 
has been caused not only by fear of the invader 
but the ferocious and. ‘destructive manner 
which the war has been conducted. Destruction 
Jdivided between actual warfare and the “scoreh- 
fed carth™ policy has beon undertaken with the 
fatavistie zeal of the barbarian invaders of 
Europe plus a higher degree of efficiency and 
method provided by modern combustibles. Few 
Incidents on record equal the obliteration of some 
Chinese ities. Another phase, mentioned in 
the letter, is the work of the Chinese authori- 
ties in “moving city populations westwards 
‘with the armies in face of the Japanese advance. 


































Hankow, and its sister cities, Wuchang and 
Hanyang, are typical examples where  four-

methodically before Japanese occupation. “In 
what Is now called “free China." some cities 
have swollen enormously. Before Changsha 
was pvt to the flames, the population had. In- 
fereased from 500,000 to 800,000, and Henyans, 
another Hunan eit just outside the sphere of 
operations, had doubled.

Any hope which might have becn entertained 
{in Chinese eireles that the appointment of a new 
Cabinet in Japan would lead to a struggle be- 
tween the military and naval ‘cliques and the 
chief political parties in rebellion against the 
establishment of what amounts to a totalitarian 
form of yovernment is dashed to the ground by 
the announcement of the full list of members, 
From it will be. seen that leaders of both the 
Sciyukai end the Minseito have found places in 
‘the Cabinet, and it is to be assumed that these 
have been accepted with the full authority of 
their respective parties.» If that Is the ease, then 
it follows that What has been achieved is. the 
‘creation of what is practically 9 national coali= 
tion Government, for even if the other parties 
remain in opposition to the new Cabinet thelr 
voices will make no great sound. ‘The ine 
‘clusion of Prinee Konoye In the Cabinet ax 
President of the Privy Counell, is also. of 
interest as indicating some degree of continulty 
‘of policy as enunciated by him, with, perhaps, 
‘a greater degree of stiffening, the lack of whieh 
hhas caused some eriticism’ in certain well- 
informed Japanese quarters. ‘Thus the "renova 
tion” of the people and the intensification of 
the will to continue hostilities in China Ia 
clearly demonstrated, and the stormy times 
which it was foretold would be encountered 
by Baron Hiranuma's government donot at 
present appear likely. “How far the Minseito 
‘and the Seiyukai will be prepared to xo with 
the new Cabinet is something which remains 
to be seen, and it is quite possible that so long 
as Baron Hiranuma puts forward no proposals 
in opposition to the policy of the two parties, 
fand devotes his attention to the striet prosecu- 
tion ‘of hostilities in China. and all ‘cognate 
questions, it is quite likely that the two prin- 
cipal parties will be prepared to go a very 
Tong way with him.

GERMANY’S SUBMARINES 


Jan. 4. 


‘The announcement of Germany's intention 
to build submarines to a tonnage parity with 
Great Britain recalls the history of negotia- 
tions between the two nations during the 
past three years, and is indicative of how 
quickly charging circumstances bring about 
altered jout_ necessarily 
modifying agrecments arrived at. As a result 
‘of negotiations between the two countries in 
1035 it was greed that the aggregate naval 
strengths of the British Commonwealth and 
Germany should be in the ratio of 100 to 35 








respectively. This was to represent the per= 
manent relationship between the two Powers, 
and was not to be affected by the construc 
tion of other Powers, although in the event 
of abnormal construction by other Powers, 
the German Government reserved to itself 
the right to invite the British Government to 
examine the situation thus created. While 
not exceeding the 100-35 ratio in total ton 
nage, Germany was to have the right to 
possess a submarine tonnage equal to the 
otal tonnage possessed by the members of 
the British Commonwealth, though she 
undertook, however, not to exercise this right 
save when an exceptional situation arose, and 
then not before giving Great Britain notice 
‘and discussing the step in a friendly spirit, 
In normal circumstances the German 
submarine tonnage would be 45 per cent. of 
that of the British. Because of the fact that 
Germany has been building submarines of 
smaller individual tonnage, she is at the 
present moment possessed of 72 of such craft 
as compared with 69 owned by Great Britain, 
and if her present intentio are carried out, 
‘and the present individual tonnage for these 
vessels allowed to rema‘ at its present 
Agure, on the completion of the proposed new 
programme Germany would be possessed of 
no fewer than 160 submarines as compared 
with the 69 British. It is possible for Ger 
many to Laild to the smaller tonnage because 
of the limited sphere in which it was pro- 
pos JI she would find it necessary ‘o operate, 
while the need for larger craft on the part of 
Great Britain arises from the fact that her 


‘T,| imperial defence needs require that they 


might be capable of going, 
world. 

On July 18, 1937, after negotiations ex 
tending over more than a year and a half, 
Great Britain concluded two naval agree- 
ments with Russia and Germany as a result 
‘of which those two countries accepted in the 
main the provisions of the London Peace 
‘Treaty of 1936, and virtually became partners 
to it. In the agreement with Russia, how- 
ever, a reservation was included excusing 
that’ country from furnishing information 
with regard to her ships constructed and 
employed in the Far East, and of going 
through the process of consultation and delay 
in case she felt herself threatened by Japan; 
and both Russia and Germany were allowed 
to mount a certain number of cruisers with 
7-in, guns, although the Naval ‘Treaty had 
fixed 6-in, as the maximum. It is stated that 
this latest German announcement with regard 
to the increase of her submarine force is in 
the nature of a reply to the Soviet’s naval 
building programme. It is alleged that the 
Russian Government have already laid down 
seven heavy cruisers, and it is to be assumed 
that these are being built in Europe. This 
the German authorities claim p rmits them 
to lay down five more such vessels, and it is 
clear that if this is indeed the case, Great 
Britain in her turn would within the im- 
plications of the ratio arrived at in 1935 be 
allowed to strengthen her forces under the 
same classification. It is apparent, then, that 
the exceptional situation foreseen in the 
agreement of 1935 has been brought about by 
the aetion of the Soviet in embarking upon a 
new naval programme in Europe, and it is 
quite plain that the naval Powers of the 
‘world ure likely to be involved in 
vicious cirele which may in the end 
completely nullify the understandings which 
have already been arrived at. Thus as the 
Japanese naval programme has led to the 
invocation of the escalator clause by Great 
Britain and the United States, so Russian 
faction is leading to a modification of the 
Anglo-German Naval Agreement, not so 
much by the introduction of competitive 
building between the two, but because Ger- 
many feels the necessity of being able better 
to meet the Russian naval menace. 


to any part of the 














‘The viciousness of the whole matter is ap- 
parent from the comments of Mr. Hector 
Bywater, whose expert qualifications as a 
naval writer are undoubted. ‘To offset the 
potential threat to the British Navy of the 
increased German submarine force, new 
surface anti-submarine vessels will be re- 
quired. ‘That will permit Germany to build 
more surface tonnage while still maintaining 
the tonnage ratio established in 1935, and as 
German naval strength increases vis-A-vis of 
Russia, the latter is expected fo take offsetting 
measures which starts but another revolution 
of the unhappy cirele. 11 is obvious that with 

submarine force less than half, numerically 
of that of Germany, an increase in British 
anti-submarine craft becomes an imperative 
necessity, for while according to the Munich 
Agreement the last thing either Germany 
or Great Britain is supposed to want is war- 
fare’ between themselves, it would be the 
height of foolishness on the part of Whitehall 
if it were to permit that most interesting 
document to take the place of material defence 
upon which the present state of the world 
makes it more prudent to rely. There is 
something in the suggestion that these Ger- 
man submarines, smaller though they be, 
‘would be capable of going to the assistance 
say, of the Ialians in the Mediterranean, 
the’ event of a general conflagration, or of 
carrying out raids on British’ trade ‘routes. 
They might not be able to go as far afield 
as the British submarines, but they would 
have sufficient cruising radius to make them 
@ very serious threat to British supplies in 
the event of another attempt at a submarine 
blockade. ‘That Great Britain, as a result of 






































her experience during the Great War, when | 
ultimately she got this particular threat well 
in hand, would again be able to frustrate it 
is more than probable, but the building of 
a substantial fleet of ‘swift surface vessels 
for anti-submarine work scems to be the 
‘only possible remedy which can be adopted 
against the new position, which this extra 
submarine building on the part of Germany. 
must create. It is of interest to note that 
the very correct procedure adopted by the 
German Government has permitted convers 
tions to proceed in a friendly atmosphere, 
and there can be very little doubt indeed 
that the German intention is justified by the 
new factors which have been introduced into 
the naval question by the latest developments 
of the Russian plan. 








RAILWAY RIGHTS 
Jan. 5. 


‘The report of the Nanking-Shanghai Rail- 
way for the year ending June 30, 1937, has 
now been issued, and a perusal of its 
contents shows what a tragic blow has been 
iven to a remarkably promising undertak- 

The revival of trade in the early part 
the year under review had become’ 
apparent, and with it the fortunes of the 
railway prospered to such an extent that the 
revenue for the year amounted to $17,009,928 
ind consequently exceeded that of all pre= 
vious years. Indecd there was every reason 
{o believe that, with the expansion ‘of Nan- 
king, and the national programme of railway 
development, a higher level of earnings had 
been cstablished. ‘The yeneral feeling of| 
optimism created by this state of affairs which 
existed in June, 1937, was in a very short 
while to be proved short-lived. With the 
opening of Sino-Japanese hostilities a de- 
plorable condition came into being, and that. 
after plans for further expansion ‘had been 
prepared, and, in some instances, actually 
put into operation. With the advent of fight- 
ing around Shanghai the business of the rail 
way was reduced to nothing, and even though 
there has been no fighting in this area for 
well over a year, whatever business which is 
now being conducted is neither for the benefit 
of the line itself nor those bendholders who 
have invested so much money in it, It is 
not even possible to compare the condition 
of the railway now with what it was in 1937 
at the end of the financial year. ‘The officials 
cepresenting the bondholders are not allowed 
access to the railway for the purpose of 
ascertaining its present state, no information 
is available as to its earnings now that 
Japanese controlled passenger and freight 
traffic are being conveyed over the line, and 
in general the rights of the foreign investors 
in ‘this promising undertaking have been 
‘completely ignored, and a very important 
third party interest disregarded. In. this 
respect it might be emphasized that there is 
no earthly reason why British and foreign 
interests laboriously, honourably and legiti- 
mately built up in the last 90 years should 
be undermined and smashed up, just because 
the temptation presents itself to Japan to 
attack a weaker neighbour. 


Yet that is what is being done. In the 
‘absence of that information, which would be 
available were the representatives of the 
bondholders given access to the line, it is 
Impossible to say to what extent the line 
has suffered, and the sccurity of the investors 
reduced. Nor is it possible to ascertain what 
it will be necessary to do in the future to 
restore the railway to its former position, 
but it must be quite clear that the damage 
which has been done, and repairs which will 
be necessary in the course of rehabilitation 
are important facts in connection with whi 
the virtual owners of the railway—the bond- 
holders—should be apprised as soon as pos- 
sible. It is common knowledge that the 
representatives of the bondholders have 
made repeated requests to the Japanese 
authorities to be allowed to inspect the line. 
In cach case that has been refused on the 
kround of “military necessity,” that mono- 
fonous phrase which has been used to excuse 
so many infringements by the Japanese of 
their own undertakings. It has beon suggested. 
in some Japanese quarters that through the 
fortunes of war they have become proprietors 
of the line in question, a very simple adapta~ 
tion of the doctrine of vae vietis. which 
‘cannot be accepted, and will undoubtedly be 
resisted if it is ever oMcially put forward, 
‘The property rights of the investors in the 
railways of China are just as real now as 
they were when the Chinese Government was 
n control of them. If the 

otherwise they will have admitted that, {2 
from these present hostilities being justifiable 
under the high sounding phrases they are 
continually using, they have been engi 
‘on nothing but a frecbooting expedition, 
hn 

investments in 
ailway and the 
ch they have advanced the 
necessary money to bring them into being 
and to maintain them. The rights thus 
established are quite defi railways 
irtually belong to British interests until the 
large ‘sums. of money advanced have been 
repaid. To disregard that very patent fact, 
‘and o continue the present Japanese policy’ 
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‘The peculiarity of existing conditions in 
no way modifies that contention, for ques~ 
tions of principle are involved which can be 
subjected to no alteration. Naturally it may 
be asked what can be done to meet British 
requirements. The. very first seems to be 
formal recognition of British rights inthe 
Jmatter. The second is the granting of per- 
‘mission of the representatives of the bond= 
holders to ascertain the condition of their 
properties, and the third is undoubtedly the 
making of some sort of arrangement whereby 
those representatives should be allowed to 
Fesume their very important functions. With 
hese three points as a basis it should bo 
possible to come to some arrangement where 
by the railway could be carried on under the 
supervision of those concerned under a 
temporary arrangement. That would be 
something in the nature of a com- 
promise, and in all truth the situation is 
Such as requires some solution of that nature, 
There are, naturally, other points to be con- 
sidered, such as to what indemnification 
Japan is prepared ‘to pay for the diversion 
Of the line to its own uses. That is obviously 
a matter for future negotiation, but the 
Present demands that the recognition of 
established rights should be made by meeting 
the above minimum requirements, And if 
they are met it will not necessarily mean 
that everything will be plain sailing in the 
future, or that the line will easily regain. 

‘The devastation which 
hhas been cuused in the area which the line 
supplies must necessarily mean that the 
fortunes of the railway will depend upon 
the degree of rapidity with which rehabilita 
tion can be brought about. ‘That, however, 
should prove no obstacle to a temporary ar 
rangement being come to between the Jap- 
nese authorities and the representatives of 
the bondholders, while the effecting of such 
‘an arrangement would be one of the best 
roofs of Japanese bona fides which is 50 
frequently and so unconvineingly . being 
claimed. 




















WHERE AMERICA STANDS 
Jan, 6. 


It is now perfectly clear why German 
representations on the subject of the recent 
speech by Mr. Harold L, Iekes, U.S, Secre- 
tary of the Interior, met with the reception 
it did at Washington, for, if the desired 
apology had been granted, it would have 
stultified the President in preparing his 
message to Congress which was delivered 
on Wednesclay, It is true that the President 
referred to no particular nation, but the 
‘manner in which he posed the issue between 
democracies, and those nations adhering to 
an entirely different political philosophy 
Permits of there being no misunderstanding 
a3 to where his references were directed. 
His remarks were almost as strong as those 
used by Mr. Ickes in his much-criticized 
Cleveland speech, and it is now made plain 
that whether Mr, Ickes was speaking with 
the Government's consent or not, he was 
interpreting what was really .' felt in 
Washington. If there were at any time 
doubt as 10 where the United States stood 
in the struggle between conflicting ideologies 
there can be none now, and while it would 
be idle to expect anything in the nature of 
a combination of the United States with the 
European democracies Mr, Roosevelt has a 
finitely shown that the sympathies of his 
Government are with the latter, ‘Three in- 
stitutions, now as always indispensible to 
Americans, are being threatened in Europe, 
und Mr. Roosevelt sees a similar threat to 
them growing in the western hemisphere. 
‘They are religion, democracy und interna- 
tional ood faith. Religion is being threaten 
ed by the modification in certain totalitarian, 
states of freedom of belief and worship. 
Democracy has been overthrown in some 
countries no matter what complexion the 
{totalitarian doctrines may have assumed, 
while it has been made clear during the 
past few years that international good faith 
is at its lowest ebb, and, that indeavours to 
maintain it have been purely one-sided, In 
the putting of the American house in order 
is to be found the best means of combatting 
present-day tendencies.

That need 
not necessarily imply that the United States 
would be prepared at some future time to 
send an expeditionary force to Europe as it 
did in the Great War, but it may mean that 
modification of the Neutrality Act will be 
necessary to permit the United States to 
give the European democracies that material 
ald which would be so necessary if they 
were to survive any general onslaught upon. 
them. The policy as announced by Presid- 
ent Roosevelt makes aggression in any part 
of the world a matter which the United 
States will not regard with unconeern. That 
is a warning which dictators cannot afford 
to ignore, for if in the ultimate result the 
forees of democracy came to be massed 
‘against those of {olalitarianism there can be 
no question where the predominant strength 
would lic. ‘There need be no fear about 
that particular aspect of the matter, for if 
there were a general attack upon’ demo- 
cracies they are even now in a position 
Which would enable them to give a very: 
ood account of themselves. If it ever came 
to a clear cut struggle of that nature, fea 
ful as it would be, there can be no’ doubt 
as to the outcome: it would be one com- 
pletely distasteful to the totalitarians. 

It is nevertheless clear that Mr. Roosevelt 
does not contemplate war as an immediate 
weapon of American policy. “Words may 
be futile,” he says, “but war is not the only 
means of commanding respect for the opin« 
ions of mankind. ‘There are many methods 
short of war designed to bring home to 
aggressor Governments the aggregate senti- 
ments of our people.” Clearer emphasis of 
the possibility of first resorting to economic 
means of impressing upon aggressors the 
necessity of mending thelr ways could not 
have been made, There are in the hands 
of the world’s democracies weapons of 
enormous strength the use of which may’ 
have the desired effect. But their opera- 
tion requires that all the democracies of the 
world shall be united in thelr application, 
and be prepared to stand the results of such 
military acts as the ultimate desperation 
might very well engender. Hence the need 
for the inerease in the armaments of the 
United States. ‘The application of economic 
retaliation which this passage in the Pre- 
sident’s speech foreshadows in certain cir- 
cumstances is fraught with the dangerous 
possibility that war might follow and it is 
dust that eventuality which the United 
States, as also the other democracies will 
have to guard against. Preparations for a 
defence, which may not prove to be entirely 
Passive, is one of the first essentials towards 
meeting a situation which shows no real 
improvement, and may in the not too distant 
future seriously deteriorate, Mr. Roosevelt 
has considerably strengthened the position 
of the other democracies of the world. He 
has pledged the loyalty of the United States 
to thelr common ideologies, and it is a fea~ 
ture of American history that its people are 
more willing to fight for a principle than 
for any mere question of material gain. It 
is in the spiritual quality of the President's 
tutlerances that the greatest strength is to be 
found. It is an encouragement to the rest 
of the democratic world, and a warning to

MURDER FROM THE AIR 
Jan, 7. 


‘The report of the British Commission in- 
vestigating the aerial bombing of Barcelona 
by Nationalist weroplanes on Now  Year's' 
Eve, despite the fact that the Nationalist 
leaders have not been heard upon the subject, 
constitutes about as damning an indictment 
as could possibly be imagined. It is not 
necessary that General Franco should be 
heard in the matter, for the facts ure so 
plain that they speais for themselves, por~ 
mitting of no other conclusion than that the 
valid was carried out for the sole purpose 
of destroying civilian life, and without any 
real military objective whatever. About five 
niveraft approached the city from the north 
at about- 7 pm, a bright moon making 
visibility good, and swept across the city 
two Ikllometres from the sea front, whare 
shipping might have been the objective, ard 
crossing over the centre of the city dropped 
bout sixty bombs on streets which would 
ordinarily have been crowded with festive 
crowds, festive despite all the terror they 
had been through during & most tragic 
year, ‘The missiles were small, not such 
‘as would normally be used against buildings 
for shipping, and the Commission came to 
the only possible conclusion that the raid 
was planned solely for the purpose of mur- 
dering civilians whom it was expected 
‘would have been gathered in large numbers 
in the streets. Fortunately the eight minutes. 
which elapsed between the sounding of the 
warning und the arrival of the raiders en- 
abled most of the people to reach protection, 
with the result that the number of casualties 
was small,—139 of whom 44 were killed. 
No thanks’ are due to the raiders and those 
responsible for sending them over for the 
fact that the number harmed was not greater. 
Bombs not designed for anything but the. 


























taking of human life used on a holiday 
evening when the erowds in the streets 
would be greater than normal, far away 
from any real military objective, can only 
mean that the raid was designed for the 
purpose of slaying civilians, and not all the 
explaining of General Franco and his officials 
‘can uproot that conclusion. 

It is a characteristic of civil wars that 
they are fought with a bitterness rarely to 
bbe seen in an international struggle. Spain 
has demonstrated that fact in an appalling 
manner during the past two years, and it 
would sem that with all the blood which 
thas been shed, with all the brutality which 
has been displayed, there are still fiends in 
human shape who’ have not yet reached 
their surfeit of horror. If it is ultimately 
shown that the fliers were not Spanish the 
horror is’ even greater, for the picture of 
innocent civilians slaughtered during an 
evening of innocent amusement, at a time 
during which the thoughts of mankind are 
directed towards goodwill and peace has 
about it all the hideousness which passes 
the power of the pen to describe. This 
bombing opens up an unpleasant series of 
thoughts of what may yet happen in Spain. 
The refusal of General Franco to consider 
the question of an armistice over the Christ~ 
mas season, was in itself an indication of 
the bitterness which prevails. He would 
have none of it, lest it led to a compromise 
which might have brought peace to stricken 
Spain. He has announced that nothing but 
the complete subjugation of republican 
‘Spain will satisfy him. Yet he is doing no- 
thing to bring about the surrender he 
desires but rather to stiffen the supporters 
of the Government in their determination to 
resist. It can be no cause for astonishment 
if the Republicans continue their stubborn 
defence of the territories which they at 
present hold. If this murder at Barcelona 
means anything at all, it must mean that 
General Franco and his followers are bent 
upon completing a war of extermination, 
and if this is so the Republicans have no- 
thing to lose more than they are already 
predestined to lose should eventual defeat 
be theirs. They can do nothing but fight 
on, hoping against hope for some sort of 
victory, phantastic as that may seem, for 
defeat scems fo mean nothing but the greater 
certainty of death which this wanton raid 
of murder promises them. 

Yet it is all so futile, Bombings such as 
these during the past two years have com- 
pletely failed to destroy the morale of 
Republican Spain. The aeroplane's value as 
psychological weapon has been proved not 
to be so impressive as it was thought only 
a few years ago. ‘Those who believe in its 
efficacy for striking the sharp, swift blow 
calculated to bring a nation to ‘its knees by 
the murder of the civilian population, in- 
spired by the doctrine that a short war is 
more merciful than a long, must by now 
have had to modify their views. Such raids 
may produce temporary panic, but it is 
fortunate indeed that human fortitude rises 
‘above such things and can manage to carry 
‘on despite the terror which has been spread. 
‘That has been the lesson in Spain, parti- 
cularly in Madrid where the city has 
managed to carry on despite the onslaughts 
which have been made upon it, and it is a 
comforting thought that what the Spaniard 
ean stand can be endured by most other 
races. ‘There are, despite the horror that 
this wantonness must inspire, nevertheless 
‘two important lessons to be learned from 
this raid. ‘The first is that so short a period 
of time as cight minutes enables people to 
reach some degree of safety: the other is 
that the more shelters a city is provided 
with the better is the civilian population 
protected. The latter adds some point to 
the contention that cities in England should 
be thoroughly well provided with easily 
accessible shelters, and that while the 
evacuation of the populations of cities may 
Prove a successful means of affording pro- 
tection, immediate refuge will still be neces- 
sary while that process is being carried 
oul. Whether the world likes it or not, 
war in Spain, and in China clearly de- 
monstrates that the civilian himselt is 
rapidly coming to be looked upon as an 
ordinary military objective. There is cer- 
tainly nothing in the nature of a convention 
to protect him, for whatever original under- 
standings there might have been in the 
matter are being more and more disregarded. 
But even so the world is not yet so calloused 
‘as willingly to accept such an unhappy 
doctrine, ‘and there can be nothing but 
horror and detestation of such murderous 
raids as that which Barcelona saw on New 
Year's Eve. 


WHAT’S IN A NAME? 
Jan. 9. 

It is frequently said that the law is an 
‘ass, when probably all that is meant is that 
its administrators come under that natural 
history qualification. For the most part they 
may be seen on and off the bench, gently, 
‘and reflectively twitching their ears, and 
‘occasionally delivering themselves of ' some 
heavy humour not unlike the bray of the 
animal referred to. The Glasgow Sheriff 
Court quite recently had a field day to itself, 
over a case in which a firm of distillers 
were charged with applying a false trade 
name “'Seotch Whisky" to each of three 
‘hundred bottles containing a blend of 33 



































per cent. Scottish malt whisky, and 67 
per cent. Northern Irish grain whisky. It 
is not clear what the defence was -but it 
seems that it was contended that the blend 
having been made in Scotland,—following. 
the well-known precedent of a cow born in 
a stable becoming a horse—would auto- 
matically become Scotch Whisky. It will 
be readily understood that this was an 
opportunity for a little humour upon which 
the sprightly wits of the Taw jumped with 
the greatest glee. Someone immediately 
asked whether only the stew made in Ireland 
could be Irish, but the piéce de resistance 
was ihe ‘passage between a lawyer and a 
fruit selector,—what possible evidence a 
fruit selector ‘could give in such a case is 
not clear, but thoroughness in the courts 
is reaching such a pitch nowadays that 
doctors are actually called to give medical 
evidence. ‘The fruit selector testified that

NOTHING NEW 
Jan. 10. 

One important fact emerges from the 
latest declaration made by Mr. Wang Ching- 
wel amplifying the telegram sent to General 
Issimo Chiang Kai-shek, advocating that 
China should come to terms with Japan. 
Mr, Wang states that on December 9 he 
expounded his point of view to the General 
Executive of the Kuomintang, the Generalis 
simo, that the difficulties confronting China 
arose out of the problem of how to sustain 
the war, and that with regard to Japan they 
arose out of the problem of how to end it, 
that both realized their own particular dif- 
culties as well as the difculties of the 
other, and that, therefore, peace was not 
‘an impossibility.” That view was not accept- 
ed by Genefalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, and 
in due course 
drew from the interior. 








He then sent the 
famous telegram which was also liberated 
to the Press, sine when he has been ex- 


pelled from the Kuomintang. When a 
responsible statesman gives his views to the 
head of his Government, and finds them to 
be unacceptable, if he ‘is un honest. man 
he resigns. Had Mr, Wang done only that 
there could have been no grounds for 
criticism, but that he aided his country's 
enemy by broadcasting his views in the 
manner he did is undeniable, and he is for- 
tunate that no severer charge has been laid 
against him than that of lack of discipline. 
Apart from that fact it is interesting to note 
‘Mr. Wang's contention in the course of this, 
latest declaration. He says:— 

“The statement Issued by the Japanese 
Government on December 22 indleated that 
Japan has come to the proper realization of 
her position with ‘regard to China. It may

negotiate an honourable peace. 

‘The revelation concerning Chiang Kai-shek's 
attitude to those peace overtures is probably 
the divulging of a piece of secret history, 
but the fact is that the terms put. forward 
by Dr. Trautman were emphatically x¢ 
Jected, and that is all that matters, 

‘The’ question naturally arises as to whe~ 
ther in reality the terms offered to China 
through German intermediation were really 
worse than those which were contained in 
Prince Konoye's recent declaration. In 
December, 1937, it was stated that the terms 
received by Dr.’ Herbert von Dierckson, Ger= 
man Ambassador to Tokyo, for transmission 
to the Chinese Government were :— 

1. Conclusion of a Sino-Japanese economle 
‘agreement granting Japan partielpation in 
China's national ‘resourees, Customs, com- 
‘munications and transport.

It will be noticed that the main difference 
between the two sels of terms is the omis- 
sion now of the demand for the payment 
of war reparations by China. With that 
major exception the two sets of terms are 
practically identical, except for the manner 
in which they have been phrased, though 
to the latter should be added the possibility 








and securing the retrocession of the Con- 
cessions to China. 

Comparison of ‘the terms does not permit 
of the conclusion that those presented after 
the fall of Nanking are very much more 
‘onerous than those which ure offered now. 
Glib phrases concerning the preservation of 
China's sovereignty and territorial integrity 
fare meaningless in the light of Prince 
Konoye's utterances, for with the stationing 








of Japaneso relinquishing extraterritoriality «

will have just about the same degree of 
sovereignty and integrity as they did under 
the Manchus with their garrisons of ban- 
normen to hold them in subjection. Instead 
of, the formation of an independent Govern- 
‘ment in Inner Mongolia, the designation of 
that territory as an anti-Communist area is 
suggested. The difference is surely but in 
name alone, and indeed except for a differ= 
ence in order and phrascology the two sels 
of terms, so far as five in each are concerned, 
might be considered as identical, for what 
is nol clearly expressed in one can be de- 
finitely inferred from the other. ‘Why has 
the claim for an indemnity been dropped? 
Obviously because by the economic arrange- 
ments Japan is busily engaged in perfecting 
it is hoped (o wrest profits which may be 
substituted for the indemnity originally re- 
quired, Monopolistic control of China's 
economic system, and its exploitation along 
ines which have already been indicated by 
the action of- the Japanese themselves de- 
monstrate that they are confident of making 
their military venture pay in the future. 
Thus with a complete stranglehold upon 
China's industry and commerce Japan 
should be able to reimburse herself, and the 
claim for an indemnity can consequently be 
dropped, The recognition of Manchoukuo 
specifically demanded by Prince Konoye is 
obviously contained in the earlier demand 
that China should adhere to the anti-Com- 
intern Pact: she could not very well do so 
without acknowledging. the sovereignty of 
the provinces she has lost in the north, ‘The 
earlier requirement of the creation of de- 
militarized zones can only mean such zones 
as those which are not occupied by Japanese 
troops, and when the two sets of conditions 
ave thus compared Mr. Wang  Ching-wel’s 
contention that those offered after the fall 
of Nanking were far more onerous will be 
seen to have very little merit about it. The 
substance of Japan's original demands has 
been repeated, and consequently emphasized.

ing eye. ‘This much is certain; looking back 
itis impossible to escape the conclusion that 
much of Victorian prudery was in itselt in- 
decent. Fortunately the world has progressed 
8 long way from those days, and the obscene 
Jsnigger is heard with greater intrequency. -Ap- 
parently, if the Turns of this world hi 
their way, mankind would be driven back 
fo that type of morality which considered 
it indecent to expose the whole of the body 
when bathing inthe privacy” of one's own 
bathroom, and it is not so very long ago that 
this opinion was actually held.

War on Gangsters 


The first blow against the Chinese gangsters 
operating in the Western distriet was delivered 
by the Municipal Police on January 3. 
when they raided a hut off Columbia Road, 
Rear the seene of the recent hold-up of several 
foreigners, and arrested nine persons believed 
fo be responsible for much of the criminal 
activity in that district. This was a result of 
the extraordinary measures adopted since the 
recent crimes and is a tribute to the eMiciency 
‘and vigilance of the Municipal Police. Unfortu 
nately, most of the suspects were detained by 
the Japanese yendarmerie, who control that 
part ‘of the district where Municipal authority 
legally does not apply, and the Municipal Police 
fare crippled in their investigations, It is one 
thing to carry out a raid and arrest suspects, 
under proper judicial circumstances, but it is 
jother when investigation is hampered by the 
fact that the principal evidence is carried away 
and held for 24 hours by another authcrity 
whese funetion is to maintain law and order in 
‘the district but has not yet demonstrated any 
‘great enthusiasm in carrying out this duty. 
Admittedly, there are_unusual diMeulties in the 
Western district of Shanghai which, although 
within the perimeter, contains a "No Man's 
Land” legally barred’ to the Municipal Police 
but entirely outside their control. At present, 
rangsters in that part of Shanghai enjoy re- 
fmarkable privileges. ‘They can hold up a car 
Jon a Munieipal road and jump over into the 
disputed territory" where another authority 
maintains a nominal control and there things 
fend, In face of the criminal deflance 
fm that part of Shanghal and the almo 
possibility of enforeing complete control owing 
{o political circumstances, It scems sound com- 
Imonsense that the scope of foreign authority 
should be extended to include the entire area 
idl legal niceties straightened out afterwards.

Chungking, Jan. 3. 


ENERAL Hsueh Yo, Commander-in-Chief of the Chinese forces 

in the Hunan area, has expressed doubt, in a press interview 

‘at Changsha, capital of the province, whether the Japanese will 
launch a large-scale offensive in the Yangtze Valley. 


‘The Japanese, he believes, 


will probably concentrate their 


efforts on an attack on Sian, in the north-west, and on Kwangsi, 


in the south-west. 
General Hsueh Yo gives as 


fa reason for the present lull on 


the Yangtze front that the Hunan-Kiangsi border is strongly 
guarded by the strategic Mofushau mountain range, flanked by 
Poyang Lake, in the cast, and Tungting lake, in the west. Both 
lakes, due to low water in winter and spring, are unsuited to 


naval operations. 

Further, General Hsueh Yo de~ 
clares, only one railway and one 
Iighway connect Wuchang with 
Changsha, while only one railway 
and one highway run between Kiu- 
Klang and Nanchang. 

Natural Defence Lines 

‘The Sintsiang and Milo Rivers, 
the general points out, flow  west- 
wards Into Tungling Lake, while the 
‘shu and Kan Rivers flow eastward 
into’ Poyang Lake, thus forming: 
natural defence lines In Hunan and 
Kiangsl provinees, respectively.

‘The blow fell, without any previous warning, when on the night 
of December 14 barricades were suddenly, erected at the end of 


the International Bridge leading 


from the Third Special Area to 


the French Concession, and all traffic was stopped after 11 p.m. 


‘This move was made by the Japan- 
ese without previous notice of any 
ind, so that several foreigners were 
aught and unable to relurn to thelr| 
homes that night. On the following. 
day Chinese police assisted by Japan- 
eso gendarmes searched all pedes- 
trlans. rickshaws and cars. entering. 
‘or leaving the Concessions, Even 
tramears were held up and the 
astongers examined one by one. 
All that day (1sth) preparations: 
‘were pushed feverishly "forward to 
strengthen the “blockade.” Barbed 
‘wire entanglements were erected 
‘long the border of the French Con- 
cession, and at all the outlets of this, 
‘and the British Concession small’ 
‘wooden huts were constructed for the 
searchers; even Chinese women sear- 
chers in’ blue uniforms were ap- 
pointed, y 

From that time on, all Chinese 
‘were most methodically searched, no| 
rickshaws or persons with loads were 
allowed into’ the Concessions, The 
ferries across the river stopped run- 
ning. All ‘trams, motor cars and 
lorries, ‘whether foreign or Chinese 
‘were stopped and searched, though 
the former were not actually inter- 
ferred with. 

‘Tremendous Congestion 


Apart from the panie that these 

‘measures eaused among the Chinese 

It erented a tremendous delay and 

‘congestion in the traffic, both wheeled 

‘and pedestrian into and out of the 
* Concessions. Farmers bringing in 

thelr produce from the country were 

turned back, and as no rickshaws 
were allowed. into the Concessions, 
there was a great shortage of rick: 
shaws. As a result of all this, 
hough there was no immediat 
shortage of foodstufls, prices began 
to soar from December 17 onwards, 
fag it was feared that the Concessions 
were to be starved into subjection. 

‘On this day the attitude of the 
Japanese authorities towards forelgn- 
‘ers passing the barriers stiffened 
considerably, and a notice appeared 
in the “Rebirth of Asia,” the official 
organ of the Anti-Communist Com- 
mittee, to the effect that in future 
all foreigners must carry thelr pass- 
ports at all times and produce them 
on demand, and that those found 
without would be liable to arrest for 
violating the regulations of the 
Japanese military authorities, 

‘At a meeting with his foreign col- 
Yeagues the Japanese Consul defended 
all these measures on the score that 
the port of Tientsin was under the 
eceupation of the Japanese military 
who were forced 10 protect them- 

inst the covert activities 
juorilla leaders in the’ 

It was even hinted, 
again that the best solution would 
tbe to allow the Japanese police to 
function inside the Concessions. 

Relaxation in Curfew 


On December 19, no doubt owing 
to the very vigorotis official protests, 
fresh meat and vegotables were 
allowed to be brought into the Con- 
sessions again, and the curfew was 
reduced (0 six hours. from 12 pam. 
to 6 am. At the same time, the 
British, French and Malian Consuls: 
started’ fssuing Identification cards to 
thelr nationals, and foreigners so 
provided were’ allowed to enter oF 
Teave the Concessions at any time. 

‘The American authorities did not 
Issue these cards, and their nationals 
have been using their passports as, 
before, ‘Thus matters stand at_pre- 
sent: every Chinese leaving or en- 
tering the Concessions is subject to 
a close personal search, and all 
wheeled trafle, whether foreign or 
Chineso. is stopped at the barrier and 
earefully examined. Up to the time 
of writing, despite ‘all the fuss made| 
by the Japanese, there have been no 
repotts of the finding or arrest of any 
Communists or guerillas or of any 
other persons carrying arms or other- 
wise suspect, 

On December 20, at an interview 
given {o the foreign press in Peiping. 
Liewt-Col Shigeyasu, the _ special 
‘afiicer in charge of foreign relations 
attached to the Headquarters Staff, 
‘made a number of interesting admis- 
slong. when questioned on the subject 
‘of the Japanese action in Tientsin, 
‘The purpose of the Japanese measures 
‘was he said, to curb the activities of 
Chinese ‘living In the Concessions 
who had connections with the Com- 
munists or the National Goverment. 
‘The co-operation of the Concession 
authorities in this regard had not 
bbeen satisfactory. 



























































Demand for Direet Co-operation 


He did not attempt to deny that 
the attitude of these authorities had 
[been correct enough, as far as ordin- 
jary” neutrality went. But quite 
special conditions were existing these 
Jdays in China, and the Japanese 
therefore had ‘to demand something 
more than ordinary neutrality: they. 
wanted direct co-operation. ‘There 
was, of course, no intention of cutting. 
loft food supplies; the Japanese would 
ever be so cruel. If such a thing| 
had- really happened, it could only 
be due to the mistakes of some 
subordinates. 

‘The meaning of the gallant colonel 
words would seem to be that, as re- 
Jgards the recognized Government of 
China, the Japonese military expect 
the foreign Powers. to preserve the 
very strictest neutrality, but as re- 
jgards the Japanese themselves they 
lexpect direct co-operation, Surely a 
peculiar intepretation of the word 
neutrality. 

‘From this interview it would a 
pear as if the Japanese measures 
solely due to the Japanese belief that 
[Chinese guerilla activities are being 
assisted by wireless and are being 
financed from the shelter of the 
British and French Concessions. 


No Prima Facla Evidence 

Tt must, however, be remarked that 
the Japanese military authorities, in 
reply to requests from the authorities 
fof the foreign Concessions for specific 
Instances, have so far been totally 
unable to produce any prima facie 
evidence of illegal and warlike ac- 
tivities on the part of Chinese resid- 
ing in those Concessions. In fact. 
responsible unofficial circles here tal 
the view that this particular com- 
plaint is only put forward as an 
jexcuse, and that the much deeper 
[grievance of the Japanese is over the 
failure of the Federal Reserve Bank's, 
currency, due to the altitude of th 
foreign banks which are all operating. 
in the foreign Concessions. 

"The economic blockade of the Con- 
Jcessions, they believe, is meant {o| 
make life so uncomfortable for the 
{foreigners and the Chinese dependent 
Jon them that in despair they will be 
Toreed to agree to the Japanese de- 
‘mands for currency exchange control 
‘and the policing of the Concessions.

Is obvious that under’ the present 
conditions an unrestricted passenger 
traffic between Ningpo and Shanghai, 
however desirable it may be for in- 
dividuals, is open to serious objec- 
tons. In regard to the carrying of 
argo, all suspicion of trading with 
the enemy or to the advantage of 
the enemy has also to be carefully 
‘watched, 

‘On the other hand, Ningpo depends, 
almost for its very existence, on 
the maintainance of shipping" com- 
munication with Shanghai. The 
strength of the Ningpo Guild ‘and of 
the Ningpo shipping interests in 
[Shanghai is too well known to need 
reference. ‘The practice of permitt- 
Ing small coastal vessels to enter 
Ningpo from Shanghai via Haimen 
(Chekiang), and of imposing severe 
restrictions” on the large direct 
steamers. had its advantages, but 
Jevidently the practice has" been 
bused and a system of “sqeeze™ im- 
Posed. 

‘The new Garrison Commander will 
have a dificult task to resolve this 
problem of the necessity of shipping 
communication with Shanghai, and 
the equal necessity of holding Mingpo 
sound for the National Government 
of China.

nuodern Chinese dispensaries. almost 
always reserve for the physicians. 
‘The practice probably started on the 
initiative of a few enterprising dis- 
‘yensaries, ‘They seek to get more 
Dusiness ‘on prescriptions by enlist- 
ing the support of the physicians, 
Out of the income from ‘the —pre- 
seription business they reserve 
certain percentage to be given to the 
responsible physicians, in the ‘hope 
that the latter will ‘reciprocate by 
introducing to them more business. 

‘On the face of it, the dispensar- 
1es are not far wrong in giving such 
material tokens of appreciation to 
their friends and” benefactors, The 
physicians, on thelr side, find it hard 
to refuse such gifts, ‘The other dis 
wensaries soon follow suit; they out- 
do one another in thelr special 
terms with” the physicians. The 
Physicians in due time take the re- 
bate as thelr legitimate income; they 
‘will inquire when the expected sum 
does not reach them from the dis- 
pensaries. 

‘The practice is now so wide-spread 
that it may be considered as iin 
‘open secret, The rebate. frequently 
amounts 10/20 per cent or even 30 
per cent, of the price of the pre- 
seriplion. For some physicians with 
large clientele, the income from 

* this source ‘may -amount to thou- 
sands of dollars each year. it is as 
if all the Chinese dispensaries had 
1 joint contract. with the physicians 
in the matter of the rebate. You 
may fll the proseription by any 
physician wherever you like; the 
rebate to your physician will’ have 
to be paid’ in any oase. 

Needless to say, the gain for the 
ebysician is the loss for. the patient. 
‘The famous robbers in China's olden 
duys take from the rich to give to 
the poor. But these Chinese mod- 
ern “dispensaries take from "the 
patients to give to the physicians. 
Have they any such right to take 
und to give? Have the ” physicians 
ony right to aceept such ill-gotten 
wealth which amounts to nothing 
but squeeze from their own clients? 
Shall the public opinion tolerate 
such notorious example of shame- 
Tess. corruption? 

Ail of us are probably equally re- 
sponsible for this regrettable state 
of affairs, T will not take to task 
the Individual ais or the 
individual physicians; but I do ex- 
pect that the association of the 
ispensaries and the association of 
the physicians will swiftly — take 
action, so that this shameless prac 
Uce of prescriptions rebate may be 
stopped.

On the| 
morning of his death witness was 
Jon her way to the bathroom when 
jshe saw Bugay en'er with his rifle 
Jand lock the door. He shouted "Good- 
bye" and the next thing she heard 
was a shot. 

Witness continued that a Japanese| 
living in another apartment forced 
the bathroom door open and they 
found the youth lying in a. pool of

(Tsarist Heirlooms Now 
Belong to Poland 


Warsaw, Jan. 2. 

A considerable part of the treasure 
Jor the former’ Russian imperial 
family yesterday passed into the 
possession of the Polish state. 

These Jewels of the greatest value 
Include the erown of Nicholas 1, the 
famous diamond necklace of Empress 
[Maria Feodorovna, the orb and 
fsceptre of the Russian Tsar, the 
jerown of Alexander I and numer- 
fous other valuable objects to @ value 
of 15,000,000 gold roubles. 

‘The treasure was deposited in the 
vaults of the Polish state bank in 
1923." Inthe Riga peace treaty of 
1821 between Poland and Soviet 
Russia, the latter promised to return 
the Polish art treasures and jowels 
brought from Poland to Russia in 
pre-war times.

LAMA UNIVERSITY 


By Texan 


To teach a red-robed lama the Tibetan 
Janguage when he is old and gray is not an 
‘easy task, bul the Border Administration, 
however, is bent on making an attempt and 
to this end. the leaders in Lamaism have 
been called’ to. Tachienlu from all over 
Sikang, and some have even been invited 
from Lhasa and this border city had an 
array of lamas, incarnations and saviours 
that put every ‘other town in the Land of 
the Lamas in the shade. They came by 
invitation for consultation and the subject 
under discussion was the organization of a 
Joma Tibelan language school. Lama pro- 
‘fessors, abbots and learned men were invited 
to join the discussion and offer any sugges 
tion likely to be useful in dispelling the 
ignorance and darkness surrounding | the 
large lama institutions scattered throughout 
eastern Tibet. 

‘The discovery has been made that a 

Jama, an incarnation or a saviour are not 
necessarily educated, learned or scholarly 
men; though the principle of incarnation or 
reincarnation would lead one to believe 
‘otherwise, A reincarnate lama is ‘Supposed 
Yo gather up within himself all the erudi~ 
‘ion of all the reincarnations of which he is 
the incarnation. If the incarnation of 
which he is a reincarnation knew Greek it 
naturally follows that if he is bona fide he 
must know Greek also; and if the incarna- 
tion of which he is a reincarnation could 
read the Ganjur and the Denjur and spell 
correctly Tibetan words it follows naturally 
that he would be able to read and to spell 
correctly, The Border Administration, 
‘whatever it knew before, has now discovered 
that there are incarnations and incarnations 
land that Jamas are not all men of learning; 
‘and that some saviours would have difficulty 
in trying to spell the word cat. 
Among those attending the special lama 
‘eonference was the Kansar Jamgun, prob- 
ably the biggest, wealthiest and most 
powerful incarnation in Sikang. Kansar is 
the family name and Jamgun means saviour 
and his official residence is in Kanze where 
‘the family has built an enormous pals 
‘As well as being an important lama his 
wealth and position have made him a per= 
son of considerable influence in the district. 
Nothing apparently can take place in Kanze 
without him being consulted and with his 
small Tibetan militia, over which his sister 
is commanding officer, he can defy his 
enemies. Oficially he is head of the Kanze 
lamasery with some 2,000 resident lamas 
and drabas and he is the Tibetan head of 
‘one of the richest pastoral districts in the 
whole of Sikang. 

He spent a number of years in Lhasa 
studying the casiest and quickest method of 
rising in the lama world. Being a wealthy 
young man, money soon brought him some 
oveted positions enabling him to return to 
‘Kanze with the high title of Jamgun. There 
are not many lamas in Lamaland who carry 
the title of saviour as both the Dalal and 
the Panchen are recognized as saviours, and 
this being #0, the honour is held by only a 
very few. 








‘The Kansar Jamgun traces his descent 
from the Her, and old Mongolian tribe, and 
he may be a direct descendant of Genghis 
Khan, or an incarnation of the old Mongol 
chief. There is no doubt about his having 
“‘plue” blood in his veins. He had appal- 
ingly large ears and on occasions could 
‘lose them in quite an aristocratic fashion, 
that is, he would ignore anyone in the 
middie’ of an answer {0 any question he 
had asked. Like all powerful lamas he 
always moved with a heavy escort and to 
enterjain him was a task both difficult and 
dangerous. 

‘Among his retinue was one who had the 
great honour of carrying the big lama's 
handkerchief and an occasional growl to the 
attendant signified that the incarnation 
desired to blow his nose, ‘The handkerchief 
was produced—a piece of thick coloured 
blanket two fect square—the operation was 
performed, and the thick picce of blanket 
‘was returned to the attendant draba. Anyone 
engaged in conversation with the saviour 
‘must perforce wait patiently till the “ball 
is Kicked off” again, 

What impressed one about this Kansar 
Jamgun was his colossal pride and appalling 
ignorance. In any other country but Tibet 
he would be regarded as a simple, innocent, 
village bumpkin, whose enormous cars 
would be anything but a mark of greatness 
and an authentic sign of a reincarnation. It 
was difficult to learn whether the poor 
fellow's wealth or his ears were the un- 
fortunate cause of his promotion. Some 
fone tried him out on a few simple puzzles, 
Including the two nails, As he has also the 
title of tamche-chimba that is, the “All 
Knowing.” it was concluded that the opera- 
tion of taking two nails apart would be 
mere moonshine, but the Kansar Jamgun 
foolishly laboured with the nails till he 
entirely lost his face, if he ever had any. 
‘One of the lamas accompanyng the inear- 





nation, with a mechanical turn of mind, took 
the two nails apart without any difficulty, 
‘and someone suggested that possibly ths 
young fellow was an incarnation. ‘The Jam- 
gun saw the joke and enjoyed a good lough. 
Some other simple puzzles were tried on 
but apparently his claim to notoriety was 
very largely confined to his ears: his hands 
being ignorant of the gentle art of mani- 
ulation. Being the big man he is, one 
learned that it takes three servants to dress 
his highness every morning. 

Will the Drugu please explain the mean- 
ing of rang-jung that is, “Self Became?” 
‘There is ap ominous yawn and the incarna- 
tion “passes on the request to one of his 
accompanying Jamas. Many of the drugus 
fare very careful to have with them a lama 
‘of some learning and one who can always 
help in a time of difficulty. And this brought 
to mind the reason for conference and the 
main object in opening a school for lamas 
and drabas, along the frontier: What 
education ha a lama received and how 
much does un incarnation know of the 
‘Tibetan language? 


Guzho Draba can mend watches, clocks, 
pistols, gramophones and he has little pet 
dogs ail round him and the Tibetatis speak 
very quictly when his wealth is mentioned. 
But Guzho Draba would have great difficul- 
ty in reading and understanding a page of 
the Ganjur or the Denjur. He is a very 
pleasant fellow and when he comes to town 
he always brings several pats of butter but 
when one asks him for an explanation of 
the tse-meh-ba-zhi—that is, the “Four 
Immeasurables,” namely, love, mercy, exer- 
tion and equanimity, he feels inclined to 
smile and inquire if new gramophone records 
are available. 


‘Tho Bangan, Drugu who is in town hes: 
all the 82 marks of a bona fide incarnation 
bbut the hand-writing onthe wall and its 
significance is a. complete mystery to him. 
Being an incarnation he imagined that a 
Tibetan. education. was something. like. the 
Gitt of Tongues. Poor fellow, he spends his 
days in this garish city looking at the nice 
things displayed at the shop doors, leaving 
the literary side of his vocation to those in 
his entourage who can read and write. Such 
fs life among the reinearnations ‘now In- 
festing this border city. 

How, it may be asked, is this stupendous 
task going to be initiated and accomplished? 
‘The purpose of the Tibetan school, as given 
out, isthe study of the  rig-ba-nas-nga 
thai is, the “Five Sciences," namely, the 
Science’ of language, dialectics, medicine, 
‘mechanical arts and of religious philosophy. 
‘There are five small sciences and eighteen 
‘other selences but. the lama school which 
they. hope to organize on the border will 
teach and study only these five major 
sciences. A highly educated lama, a native 
of the Jarong States, has been invited from 
Lhasa to help in this school and perhaps the 
bulke of the teaching will fall to this man. 

But how are these five subjects going to 
bbe taught to men, some of whom are 
largely, if not entirely, ignorant of their 
‘own Written language?” No doubt this has 
been taken into consideration, so the frst 
science, that of language, will need to be 
mastered before the student can make any 
progress. The religion, metaphysics and 
Dhilosophy of Lamalsm ‘are among the pro- 
foundest in the world and some of the 
things which the earned lamas meditate 
upon are quite beyond the ken of ordinary 
mortals to understand. For example—den- 
dretejuenyi, the “Twelve Causes of Exist 
ence.” are’ understood. by less than five 
drabas in. 100; while the ordinary Tibetan 
may never have heard of them. Or take 
the lama idea, dong-ba-nyi, meaning 
emptiness, vacuity, the void, or its double, 
dong-ba-nyi-ki-dong-ba-nyl, meaning the 
‘emptiness of emptiness, oF the vacuity of 
vacuity. One needs to be very. far in 
Lamalsm before he ean think of nothing. oF 
the nothingness of nothin 

In metaphysics there are the five elements 
ot ‘being, namely, form, perception, con 
Sciousness, actions and, knowledge, and this 
introduces one to. the’ science of” dialectics 
as no two sects in Lamaland are quite agreed 
as to just exactly what these elements. of 
being are—some schools giving the follow- 
ing interpretation : form, sensation, precep- 
tion, contituent and. ‘consciousness. The 
selence of medicine has not travelled very 
far in the Land of the Lamas and at the 
present time. is very largely confined to 
blowing ten-foot long trumpets and exercis- 
ing the demons of sickness and disease. 
‘There are, however, numerous doctors all 
over Lamaland who practise the healing art. 

Friend Guzho Draba should score high inthe 
science of mechanical arts as he eat. take a 
Fevolver and gramphone to pieces and re- 
construct them again and as an escape from 
other strenuous studies he will no doubt

Glass With Care 
Methods of Packing 


When pictures, mirrors, or photo: 
israph frames are being packed for 
Postage, removal, or storaye the 
Corners’ of the frames should be well 
protected with corrugated cardboard 
and. wads of erumpled newspaper. 
Padding of this sort aets as a shock= 
Jabsorber if the package is dropped or 
roughly handled, As an extra. pre- 
caution against vibration, strips of 
adhesive “paper may be fastened 
[diagonally “across the glass. 

Glass bowls, tumblers, and so on, if 
placed one within another, must'be 
well wrapped so that they cannot 
possibly Jar against each other. For 
a rst wrapping soft tissue paper is 
Lest.
